“Prince JoB«-him. who was an Informs 
tion officer with the staff, was sent to 
the firing line for needed information 
ns to how the battle was going 
“ With the adjutant, Captain von 
Tahlzahn, h«- rode across almost a mile 
of ground under heavy shell fire inter­ 
spersed with ritie volleys. 


Badly Hurt. Risked Life Again. 


“Just as be had got over the stretch 
of country safely and dismounted to 
talk to a group of officers a shrapnel 
shell burst close by. 
Both Prim e 
Joachim and Captain von Tahl/ahn 
Were injured, the adjutant's injuries 
consisting only of contusion of the 
legs, with no break of the skin, where­ 
as the blood gushed Immediately from 
the torn wound In the prince’s thigh. 
“The first bandaging station was al­ 
most a mile to the rear. To get back 
to this station would have meant a 
slow and very dangerous rhle for the 
prince. 
He bound up the wound him 
self temporarily, remounted and dash 
ed back under fire to the bandaging 
station. 
“His woAind was treated at the sta­ 
tion. and he was taken to the advanced 
hospital at Vllensteln. 
He was kept 
at the advanced hospital until it was 
safe for him to travel and then was 
brought to Berlin.”
